the signatures of their advisors on their registraion book- 


lets before being admitted to the

The other, only graduating 


seniors who have completed their 
applications for graduation, had 
them approved by their advisors, 
and returned them to the regis- 
trar’s office by January 19 will 
be allowed to register early. 

Those who have met these re- 
quirements, along with incoming 
students, will begin registration 
in the gym a day early, on Febru- 
ary 4 at 1 p.m. 

Following on February 5 and 
6 will be the remainder of the 
student body, rotating into the 
gym on an aiphabetical time 
schedule.

Dr. Wiilys W. Folsom, dean 
of admissions, has expressed the 
opinion that the coming semester 
will see a noticeable increase in 
enrollment. He added that every 
effort is being made by the ad- 
ministration to provide additional 
class sections in order to compen- 
sate for the rise in demand,

This is 
supposed to prove that athletics 
is necessary in the curriculum of 
a fine institution of learning. 
However, it is not pointed out 
that there are universities of 
even wider and higher reputation 
than Harvard, etc., who have for 
centuries done quite well without 
intercollegiate athletics. 

STUDENT BODY CARDS 

But on to Mr. Lipman’s de- 
fense of compulsory student body 
cards. Now 84.6 per cent of the 
1951 student body is, except per- 
haps for certain hapless individ- 
uals, zero per cent of today’s stu- 
dent body. And yet the decision 
of those who have gone before is 
held, by the few who still benefit 
from it, to be beyond modifica- 
tion. This proposition is obvious 
nonsense. 

It seems reasonable to propose 
that the question of compulsory 
student cards could be re-decided 
annually by each year's student 
body. The ballot at the spring 
election could have a “yes or no” 
box where students could indi- 
cate their desire as to whether 
there would or would not be com- 
pulsory cards during the ensuing 
year. Here is a golden opportu- 
nity to keep this matter up to 
date and above any question, and 
also to previde the students with 
a regular supporting 
their Association. An added fea- 
chance to extend in- 
rousing congratula- 
tions to the outgoing officers. The 
more real confidence one has in 
ASSSC, the more he will support 
this type of plan, eh? 

STUDENT LEADERS 

Finally, Mr. Lipman refers to 
the rah-rah group as being com- 
posed of “student leaders.’

‘To say that the rah-rah group 
are leaders of students is to be 
clearly inaccurate. ‘True, they 
may lead a few students, but ap- 
parently the vast majority of 
those enrolled at SSC pay little 
or no attention to the momentous 
actions of their “leaders. Indi- 
vidually and even in groups (ac- 
cording to an article in last 
week's Hornet) students on this 
campus are refusing to follow the 
leadership provided by the rah- 
rah element. It is safe to say that 
not more than a handful of stu- 
dents can even name a majority 
of the elec.ive officers of ASSSC, 
not to mention the host of ap- 
pointed ones. Further, one would 
not lose much money betting that 
less than, say, 10 per cent of the 
students had read or even seen 
a copy of the ASSSC constitution 
or any of its other governing 
documents. (in passing I might 
mention that it seems strange 
that these papers are not listed 
in the library catalogue, so that 
siudents could peruse them at 
length.) Ali of this goes to show 
that the students are unimpressed 
that they are not being led, and 
that the rah-rah people are, 
therefore not “student leaders.” 
Perhaps Mr. Lipman meant 
that the rah-rah group are stu- 
dents of leadership. This is prob- 
ably the case. But then ASSSC 
is revealed as having as its real 
purpose the instruction of a few 
people in the principles of parlia- 
mentary procedure. Somehow it 
all doesn't seem worth it. 
There is no doubt in my mind 
that ASSSC can be a fine organ- 
ization and an important force 
in student life. Evidently it was 
in 1951 when it earned the sup- 
port of 84.6 per cent of the stu- 
dents. Perhaps ASSSC has failed 
to change with the times. On the 
other hand, perhaps what is need- 
ed is a return to the principles 
of the founding fathers, so to 
speak. Whatever the case may be, 
a change is definitely indicated. I 
submit that it is not acceptable 
to say that students must change 
to conform to ASSSC. The tail, 
after all, does not wag the dog.

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Hornet F-ditorials 
Dead Week Bad 


The college should examine the practice of setting 
aside one week of each semester as Dead Week. 

This should be done for several reasons. One, there 
is the time element, the January Dead Week comes right 
in the middle of the academic year’s social season. This 
has a disastrous effect on the social program in that stu- 
dents must be reoriented to the values of this program. 

The first point automatically calls for a reaffirmation 
of one of the basic principles of education, if not the basic 
principle. The principle reads something to the effect that 
the human being is a social animal, and as such, must re 
ceive training which will equip him to fit snugly into 4 social 
environment. His id and ego must be molded in a fashion 
which will permit him to be called normal; this implies that 
he wiil have no capacities which mark him as different, such 
as dissenting from accepted principles or being aggressive. 
In short the individual must be prepared to integrate. 

Since all students come into contact with this principle 
in action, and accept its validity. Dead Week is needed dis- 
concerting and unpleasant because it upsets their social 
education. It seems incongrous with the above principle to 
force students to change their norma! behavior patterns 
and dwell on new and different concepts. : 

In addition the Dead Weekw practice is unfair to those 
golden hearted persons who are sometimes disparagingly 
called social activity majors, Their efforts to aid in the de- 
velopment of acceptable individuals are halted abruptly at 
the time when other students are about to be convinced of 
the values of socializing. These people must go through the 
tedious practice of re-establishing the concepts of group dy- 
namics, democratic action and public acceptance in the minds 
of fellow students. 

The last point concerns the library which can expect 
a capacity audience during Dead Week for its daily, 7:40 
a.m. to 10 p.m., show featuring those weird and wonder‘ul 
creatures known in polite conversation as intellectuals. 
Actually this group might well be fertile ground for a gov- 
ernmental investigation since they have the anti social no- 
tion that there is something to be gained from academic 
endeavor, They also sometimes have the unfortunate habit 
of disagreeing with accepted behavior and principles, 

The average student shouldn't be allowed to come into 
contact with these individuals, who, by definition are ab- 
normal. 
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
